Thus laden with fhame and forrewes, we lay 
languifhingin woe and mifery, hauing now no 
hope left but the death of that. wicked woman, 
for which wee fàid many a maffz , made manya 
praier,and ( becaufe you know we trüft nottoour 
praiers) deuiled many a treafon againft her life, 
but allin vaine , (hee liued to fee the hanging of 
hundreds of vs;and died atlaft with nothing but 
old age, furmounting in glory and greatneffe, all

And now had we bceene vtterly. forlorne, and 
defperate, had it not bcene that fome good Ca- 
tholikes put vs in hope to finde fauour from him 
that did fuceeed her.

(asfome of thofe good.men faid when they were 
inthe Tower/the bufineffe wastoo 'good to pro^ 
fper., for all was difcouered and we defeated j ànd: 
fo in ftead of them ,jwee gaue our felues the dead- 
lieftblow that euer we hady and of which; whiltt: 
the world ftands we fhall neuer bee:cured:: forby 
this action: many of our chicfe ones -loft their 
liues, wee our peace,;:and our religion thaclittle 
creditit had aforeamongft them;j& all we'gót'was 
this that his Holineffe leaft we:(hould be all dif- 
ceuraged from fuch braue workes , made chem:

Oh then(deere Catholikes) what doe wee here, 
What ftay we for? what can you hope orlooke for 
here ? but fora heauier yoke, and more grieuous 
perfecution euery day ? why then doe we not get 
vs all co Rome, aut of theftormy and tempeftuous 
England into the happy hauen and fweete fun- 
fhine of his holineffe fauours? where fhould the 
Children be but with their father? wberethe Ser-

but marke the difference and magnifie her boun- 
tic : for íhe takes from yoti but your filuer or gold 
or fuch like temporall tra(h , but opens you her 
treafure , and lades you againe with better blef- 
fings , fpirituall riches, holy pi&ures. bleffed 
graines,4g7u5 deis, holy bones, holy ftones, holy 
wood,holy bloud, holy relikes, holy ragees : glo- 
rious pardons , gratious Indulgences,, and other 
inualuable Iewells : and well may I. call them foj 
for no liuing man. can tellthe value of them: 
leaue then. chefe Heretikes , who(groffe heads) 
know not the vertue of thefe riches, leaue them 
Ifay to their Onions and Garlike, their. word and 
Sacraments , their Pfalmes and Sermons , their 
praying and preaching,like Dogs to their. crufts, 
or. Swine to their akornes. Letvs, as more re- 
fined fpirits , feeke for purer feeding , and there- 
fore haften to the feuen hils where holineffe. dwels, 
and where we fhallat eafie rates, bee made parta- 

kers. of füch. riches. as. the. poore. Proteftants

Oh then what a worthy change fhall you make, 
Jtaly for. England : Rome fot Lomdom , Tiber fot. 
Thames, Maffe bookes for BibJes, fcauen Sacraments 
for two, and many other great bleffings to boote: 
you (hall bedeliuered from Sermons,and Pfalmes 
finging, aud Praiers in a knownetongue , and 
many other füch fuperftitious ceremonies, which 
heere you are combred withall : and where- 
as here you can fcarce walke in Pau/s , nor make 
a bargaine in the Tewple Charcb , without be- 
ing offended with Pfalmes finging, Bells ring- 
ing to fetue hereticall deuotions , nor walke 
Ícarce by any Church , but fhall bee | fcandali- 
zed and tormented with a Sermon. There you 
fhall bee quite deliuered from all fach purgato- 
ries, and contrariwife you fhall not peepe intoa 
Church , nor creepe into a Cloifter where you 
fhall not finde more bounties and bleffings, 
and more thoufands yeares of pardon , then all 
the Churches of Eze/asd ate able to giue; as 
you fhall well perceiue by this enfuing Booke:

Now then feeing therebe füch entertainment 
andrewardsto be had for the bodie, as thefe ex- 
amples proue and fuch riches for the foule, as this

likes,)and then I fufpe& you are turning Heretiks. 


and therefore will wifh , that for your punifh- 
ment you neuer fee Maffe againe, and for your 
penanceimmay euery Sunday hearea Sermon, dai- 
lyreadetwo Chapters ofthe Bible,and receiue the: 


Éucharift once a moneth , which moft gricueus. 
penance,if you wouldauoide, gety ou firtto your

Andas trueas the Popeis as(wee call him)the: 
Vickar ef Chrift, and his breft the habitation: 
of Holineffc and truth, and (as lieCannon- Tow

welcome to his Holineffe , efpetially if you leaue 
allyou haue in Eng/asd , and come to him poore 
and vnprouided , and fo giue him occafion to ex- 
ercifehis Charity,for you know, He and his Car- 
dinalls,and all his Court hold it a better thing to 
giue them to reciue.

Papift: tell vs of ho utes Canonicall: but of any 
booke called by the name of Canonicallit Ícife, or any thing 
clfc fo called,they micht do wellio haue told vs more plainly 
and particulaily: for Po[fevine the Iefuite their good friend,who 
takes vpon him fo exa&ly to defcribe all Authors and. their 
bo»kes,fpeaking ofthis Silvefier, mentionech no fuch Booke 
theirfoze take heed this Canonicall prose not fome Apocriphal, 
hidden and forged ftory.

Catholicke hearcany Hereticke babling on this fafhion, ftoppe 
his mouth prefently and tell him, thattheir Churches becing 
Hereticall Churches, therefore the more the worfe.

pits ; whathe hath loft by them hee knowesand £eeles fo well, 
chat i£ he knew how to carry it cleanly,he would rid his Chur- 
ckes as cleane of them ashe hath done of the Bibles in the vul- 
gar tongue. In the meane time his Holineffe out o£ great wife- 
dome,is content that any difgraces be caft vpon Preaching that 
can bee deuifedjinfomuch as if any bee great preachers in Ca- 
tholicke Countries,it is enough to fufpe&them for heretickes, 
and their bookes muft be purged,witneffe Szel/a,Ferus, and ma- 
nylothers; and though Chrift and the Scriptures feeme to mag- 
nifie preaching neuer fo mach, yet good Catholickes muft not 
care for it, butmuft know that Chrift fpake what was fit for 
thofe times; but his Holineffe knowes and muft appoint 
what is fit for thefe times : and therefore hee will notwithítan- 
ding giue it what place he lift, And if any man offer to compare 
it with the Maffe, itis little better then Herefie. But Frier Lo- 
bo, agreat preacher in Rome, could not containe, butin the 
hearing of Pope Gregory the 13, deliuered tbis in the Pulpit: 
That it is of eveater woortb b«foyc God,and inore profitable to 1be da- 
er to beare Gods Word preacbed,tben to fte a Maffe.. But whatfol- 
lowe d? His holy ftomacke cou!d digeft no fuch do&rine,nor in- 
dure fuch blafphemy againft his God : and therefore forthwith 
he conftrained the poore Frier to go vp againe, and in the fame 
phuc to eate his words, & to teach the contraty. Thushe made 

im in the Pulpit to difzrace the Palpit,& in the place of prea- 
ching to difparage preaching. And not thus contenr;he alfo füf- 
fpended the Frier from preaching; yeahis recantation conld 
not kcepe him from fufpenfion : and no maruell, for hee that 
durft magni&e preaching aboue the Maffe, isnot aman fit to 
preach in Rome, 

Neither is this pra&ife contrary to our do&trine : for do not 
our Iefuits and Ca(uifts teach aad write, rha£as vpon thc Sab- 
both day, the Commandement of the Sabboth enioynes 
not the inward worfhip of God, but onely the outward, * (a 

eece of rare Diuinity.)) So alfo that that outward or exte- 
rior worfhip (only commanded in that Commandement) con- 
fiteth onely in hearing the Maffe ; and as for praying or hea- 
ring of Sermons, they are not ofthe effence ofthat Comman- 
dement? Nay, our Church (fay they) hath no law for hearing, 
or being prefentat any part of Gods feruice, but oncly at the 
Maffe : nor isit any wherea cuftome in the Catholike Church 
thata man is bound vnder paine. of mortall finnc, to pray to 
God en the Sabboth day, or heare the word preached, but one- 
ly to heare a Maffe. (Oh fweete and dainty do&trines ^) And 
thefe be no triuiall Doctors, but of our chiefe ring-leaders, e- 
fpscially Azorius, who was one ofthe principall founders of Ie-

fuitifme. This washe,whom as Poffevine reporteth,Gregery the 
thirteenth, called to Rome, tobe one of them that fhould make 
lawes and orders. for che whole fociety. This holy Iefuite ha- 
uing gotten fome fecret infpiration from his Holineffe, and 
fucktout ofthe Popes owne breaft more pure Popery then alf 
the reft; he goeth further, and faith : It isshe common opinion 
that there is no Diuine law compelling or commanding Chri, 
f'iansto heare Sermonson the Sabboth or feftiuall dayes. And 
whereas there wasfo much goodneff: in. the Councell of 
Trent, as the Heretickes callit, or rather fo much curiofity as 
yc may fay,asto decree that Bifhops fhould diligently admo- 
nifh their people, and tell them thatthey are bound to come 
to their pariíh Churches to heare Gods word. 4zerizs theilefu- 
ite hath anfwere ready,that the Bifhops are bid to wzrze chem, 
not to co/pell chem: and if that feeme too flight, he hath a bet- 
ter in ftore, whereas (faith he) the Councell would haue them 
come to heare Gods word, that muítbe vnderftood ofthe Go: 
pell in the Mac: for is there not a Gofpell read in euery Maffe? 
and is not the Gof»ell Gods word? Then he that comes to the 
Maffe-heares a Gofpell read, and confequently heares Gods 
word : [s not here deepe diuinity? and íhall not an ignerant 
man be well edified when hee hearesa peece of the Gofpell 
read in Latine, whereof he vnderítandeth not one word? Yes 
doubtleffe, faith learned:Ledefiza the Iefuit, ifthey come with 
&euotion, and a good intent. Thus then you fee that preach- 
ing is a meane matter in refpec&t of the Maffe, And thisis the 
reafon why here and elfewhere in our Liturgies and chiefe and 
beft bookes of ftate, asour Miffall, Pontificall, Ceremoniall, Sa« 
£crdotall and the like, for one mention of a Sermon and a Pul- 
pit; you fhall heare a hundred times of an. Altar anda Maffe : 
Andif thisbee done by the Church, and tbat Church cannot

A(cenfion into heaven, he hath reared vp at leaft an hundred 
£nore then Chrift euer thought of:and yet ftil euery day he de- 
uifeth more,all tied together by the tailes,like Sampféns Foxes, 
but euery one looking and drawing feucrall wayes;,one pulling 
againft another, one enuying and fupplanting another,fo thae 
another bufineffe that much troubleth him, is to reconcile 
them one to another, and yet all he can doe, is not fufficient 
to keepe them in loue and amity. And when hee feeth any o£ 
them grow too high, and too full of wealth, then another part 
of his care is to fqueaze the fpunge, being too full, as hee did 
the Templars for their lands and riches, whofe order he puld 
downc, and burnt their great Mailer ac París. Thus to create 
newe religiens, and erect neworders, tokeepe them from 
one ouerthrowing another, andto diffolae them againe whem 
hefeeth caufe , are not thefe fufficient imployments to keepe 
him from preaching, i£ he had no other? yet there isone more, 
and that no fimall one, whichhe hath to doe, namely, to looke 
to the fucceffion of Princes, andto take care how kingdomes 
may be prouided when their Princes either dye, or be by him 
depofed.As Izuocentius the fourth hauíng depofed Frederick the 
Emperour, Alexander the fourth tcoke painesto makea De- 
cree touching the fucceffion ofthe Empire, publifhing a Bull, 
prohibiüng and forbidding the Ele&ors to chufe Cozrad»s his 
fonne to be Emperour. A fa& without example , and beyond 
beliefe, that aforraine Prince fhould publickly dare to inter- 
pofe himfetfe inaforraine election, and publiíh his letter to 
the world written againft chat Prince, whom the Princes Ele- 
&ors,and all the Chriftian world had their eyes vpon, as. the 
moft probable fucceffor of the Empire. But by this, that idle 
Heretikes, Huguenots, Caluinifls,and Lutberans may fee that the 
Popeis tied to no prefidents of other Princes ; nay, he is to 
giuc example to all, batto take ofnone ; and they may fee, 
that the fa&t chat would haue beene foule in another Prince,

€cífe ofhis preaching, and fo. ill hath preaching fucceeded 
in the hands and mouthes of Popes. Whereas contrariwife: 
when they goe about the confecration of Bifhops, coronation 
of Emperours,depofing of Hereticke Kings, difpofing of their 
Kingdomes, granting difpenfations, fending out Indulgences,, 
receiuing appeales, anfwering Embaffadors, taking of homa-

with one voyce, and do reproue the elder Do&ors, or doaters 
rather for their prefumption in holding the contrary, For Suoz- 
maAngelica, and Summa Rofella doe both teach, that where it 
falles out (which thefe Here tickes ought to know falls not of- 
ten out in Popifh Churches) that on one day a Sermen and a 
Maffe fo come together, as both cannot be heard, but theone 
muft neceffarily be omitted : in this cafe the Maffe is to be le ft 
and theSermon preferred, And thefe fottifh fellowes feeme 
to proue their affertion out ofthe Cazon-law, and out of Ber- 
pard,and out of 4fline, (and it's maruell they brod£ht not 
Scripture foc them alfo,as all thefe heretickes, and maintainers 
ofnewopinionsvíetodoc.) Butler al[thefe ftoope, for a 1e- 
faite comesin place, let the Caxon-lew vaniíb like fmoake, let 
thc Docfors goce to the Scheole againe andlearne, and let the 
Scripture,that dumbe Iudge, ftand afide in a corner, and let vs 
hearken to the irrefragable,vnanfwerable, foueraigne, and fu- 
perexcellent determination ofthe Iefuits, Tbe men zbat were 
borne to bleffe the world,to (aue it from fenkeing, to purge it of. Hereti- 
call bookes, and vid it of bereticall Kings, to re[lore learning, aud 
preferue tbe trutbwbich voitbout tbem bad perifbed, to make plaiae 
«nd perfect tbe Scriptures vobich tilltheir time lay uegletled,ta com- 
pole all controuer[fes, veade all viddles, know» all. (ecrets, beare. all 
confeffions, and (to difcouer no more then makes for tbeir purpofc)cen- 
fiere all queftions, fatisfie all co m[ciences, vefolue all doubts; aud in a 
word, to be tbe very Oracles of tbe Chriflian werld, es boly, as true, 
andas infallible as euev vas tbat of Delphos, or Iupiter Hamon, 1 
fay,let vs heatken how thofe reuerend Iefuits, and for them all, 
howrenoumed 4zor,one of cheir moft glorious Fathers, and 
founders ef thatbleffed company handles this queftion. 
It'smoued (faith hee) and made a queftion, i£ on one day a 
Maffe and a Sermon doe fo concurre, as beth cannot bee 
heard, whether is to be omitted with leffe Ioffe and (inne, 
The fore-named Do&ors, and many other more (Dun- 
fcsas they be) doe teach that the Maffe muft yeeld to 
the Sermon, 

And the good Iefuit ingenuoufly confeffeth, "which 
hee' doth: net for that hee holds lefuits tied to fpeake 
truth (who can fpeake nothing but trutb, and whatfoeuer they 
fpeake, is therefore truth becaufe they fpeake it) but becaufe 
the more andgteaterhis Aduerfaries be, the more glorious 
is the vi&tory: Therefore he freely confeffeth, that many ofthe 
Popifh Do&ors be ofthe fameopiniou ; and that they (dene

Catholique Remi[b Trutb,out ofthelefuites holy mouthes. In 
which Catholique zeale , the noble Ie(uit thus refolues the 
gueftion. 

But whatfoeuer (faith he) thefe, or any ofthefe,or all thefe, 
or any other doe thinke, 1 jo bee fzid, ( Marke yee dull 
Heretiques, with what maiefty a Iefuit concludes againft 
Canon-law,Schoole-men;and Fathers,and cremble when 
you fce what potent aduerfaries you haue of them.) It i$ 
(faith he) to be beldwitbout centrell, T bat tbe Ma[[ey wbicb 
4 t0 be beard by tbe Churches commandement, is to be preferred 
before tbe bearing of tbe boly word of God. 

&nd marke his reafon whereby hec proues it :forthough it 
bee no reafon to expeét a reafon from fo great, fo graue, fo 
godly men asthe Fathers ef the Society, who by their natur& 
and conftitution will not thinke, fpeake, nor doe any ding 
witheut a reafon ; yetishis Facher-hoed here pleafedto giuc 
vsareafon : but marke it I fay againe, for it's as good,as honeft 
and as religious a reafon,and as well-befeeming a Iefuit;as the 
opinion it felfe, 

The Maffe (faith he) isto be preferred before the Sermon; 
andthe Sermon is to beomitted for the affe, for that 
(faith he) there is great difference betwixt that that ís 
duc by Cemmandement, and thatthat's due by Coun- 
fell :fer that tha'sdue by Commandement may/notbee 
omitted,nor can be, vnder paine of mortall finne. Butit 
is no finne te omit that that's due onely by Counfell: 
Now the Maffeis commanded,Preaching is but counfel- 
led:tobearea Maffeamanistied by vertue ofthe com- 
mandement, to heare a Sermon he is but counfelled, oc 
aduifed : therefore its apparant, thata man is bound to 
preferre che Maffle before a Sermon,and to omit or loofe 
a Sermon for a Maffe. 

And thus fo learnedly, tohelily,fo irrefragably is this que- 
fion refolued, that none but profeffedfoes to the holy Romifb 
Church, andopen enemics to the Maffejand aduancers of that 
dangerous booke called the Scriptures, (and who therefore 
are iuftlly condemned for Heretickes) can, ot. will, or dare 
gainefay it, And as for thofe thar durít hold the contrary, 
though they were none ofthem of thee vp-ftart Heretickes, 
yeti'snotfit that they paíffe without reproofe, and iuft am

whecuer holds the contrary, be it Caluizif?, ox Schooleman,Fa- 
ther or Councell, they are fubie& to cenfure and punifhment 
forit, Andeuen Beraard and 4ugufline, cnay be glad they had. 
fo good hap to bee made Saints by that Romane Church; fer 
otherwife, for this their impiousconceit, 70 preferre a. Sermos: 
before a Ma[fe, hey had beene fure, and that very worthily, to 
be condemned for Heretickes : But feeing che. Church that. 
cannot erre; hath vouchíafed to Canonize them for Saints,(he 
will therefore dcale more mercifully with them then their im-. 
piety deferues, and at che humble mediation. of the charitable 
lefüites, will onely pronounce them fezserarioufe,but not con-- 
demne them for Hereückes. 

If this then bee cleere, thatby the refolued Do&tine and: 
Defnition of the Romane Church; A Maffe 1s tlie principall: 
part, if. net the. whole woríhip of Ged;; and that onely: the 
Mafleis ftri&ly commanded , and hearing of Gods. word 
preached, is but conditienally aduifed; And that therefore a 
Maffe is farre more-excellent 1n it fclfe more auaileable wirh 
God,more profitable and comfortable to the foule, thenisthe 
hearing of fermons : then. who fees not but if the Popesholi-. 
meífe praies. but feldome or not atall ; Yet doe often and. 
continually fay Maffe, that then he hath ftopped the mouthes 
of allhererickes , that. like curres doe .bawle and barke 
againft:

thefe words of the Prophet againft his Holineffe. For doethey 
not know, that when the Prophet complained of thofe dumbe 
dogges, that ceuld not barke,there were then no Maffes in the 
world : for if there had, hee would hauc blamed their negli- 
gence in them, rather then of preaching ; and this I fay by the 
warrant and prefident of the Mariale, which faith,that whereas 
Salomon writes thus, Tbe name of tbe Lord isa. [irong "Tower, tbe 
vigbteous flye vnto it, and are belped Salomon (faith he) knew lit- 
tle ofthe Virgin Mary : for i£fhe had, he would haue faid, Tbe 
name of our Lady is & [iroug Tower, the rigbteous flye vntoit,and ave 
belped. And fürely with as good right may I fay, the Prophet 
knew littleof the dignitie, vertue, and efficacie of the holy 
Maffe, for i£fhehad,hee would not haue blamed them for not 
preaching, but for negligence in faying Maffe, But Salomon and 
Efity are beth to be pardoned, beceufcofthe times they liued 
in; but as for thefe Heretickes that liue in thefe times, and 
cannot but fee the great vertue and bigh price that Maffes are 
at, and how bencficiallthey becto the Catholicke Romane 
Church,and confequently how gocd eaufe the Church hath to 
magnifie Maffes aboue Preaching, they are witheut all excute, 
and their fault vnpardonable. But though they be fo madde to 
more it, and fo malicious to preffe ic, that the Pope and alI his 
Cleargy ought rather to preach then fay Maffes, yethee is tco 
wife to hearken to it: nay though fometime fome of his owne 
Catholicke children are bewitched with this poyfon, and are 
barping en this ftring,that preaching is the greater, and wor- 
thier ofthe two, yet he hath wit enough to difcouer, and po- 
wer to fuppreffe them in time : therefore if any of them write 
fo, he commands is te berazed out oftheir bookes, that herc- 
after it may not teftific againft them: and if any be fo bold; te 
preach it, his holineffe takes fuch order with them, as few dare 
follow their example. Witncffe Frier Lebo, of whom wee fpake 
before, whofe iudgement was fo iuft;and fentence fo fharpe by 
Pope Gregories owne holy mouth, for that his impious. pre- 
fumption, in preferring a Sermon before a. Malffe,and that alfo 
in Rome, where (like a foole thathe was)he might haue remem- 
bred,that preaching hath been out of feafon thefe soo yeares: 
tha: from thac day we haue notheard of any that durít attempt 
the like in Rome,andif che like courfe had beene taken in Ger- 
emany,Franceand Englandthefe new herefies had neuer fpred as 
they do. For it is nothing but hearing Sermons; & reading the 
Bible;thathath bred & fed,andftill fceds and diíperfeththofe 
hercfies of che Lutberais and Caluinifis,as daily and lamentable

And full well fpoke 
a wife Cardinall to the. Pope, when in a priuate confültation 
there was complaint ofthe growing and fpreading of. Lutbera- 
ni[me, Wee may tbauhe out (clues (faith he) and our exene fletb aud 
carelefne[fe for tbis, vbo let tbe Sériptures flye abroad,and become fa 
Common ;. for vec olgbt to baut kept.tbemm (under colour ef Maie[ly, 
and to procure tbeim greater venevation) in tbe learned tongues, and 
laid tbem vp in afe and fécret Libraries, fo fbould neither tbey baue 
beeue corrupted by bevetickes and Ievoes , as ibey baue beene s tor tbey 
chaue corrupted and maade Jomany Heveticks as they baué done. A wife 
and werthy fpecch doubtleffe;and well befceming a cardinall, 
anda full deuout foule I warrant him was he of the Romifb Mo- 
ther Church. And from that day forward hath the Pope beene 
more carcfull in this poynt, and hath fet on workehis darlings 
the Iefuits,who haue done him faithfull feruice in this kinde;as 
may appear to their great honor,to al them that wil loofe a litle 
time to reade their bookes : for by their bookes,their Sermons 
and their perfwafions, they haue fo preuailed, that where euer 
any of them do remain, or but lurk, you fhall not finde a Rorifb 
Catholicke;but he can learnedly prate againft the Scriptures, 
(whereof heheartily thanks his God he neuer read one booke) 
andcan tell you what a dangerous booke it is , and how many 
haue beetie made Heretickes by it ; and by this meanes their 
Diíciples bogle at it, and: auoyd it, asa ínare; or a pit in the 
way,or arocke inthe fea. 

Now if thisbee true, that the Scripture is fo dangerous a 
booke, and that preaching muftbe out ofthat boeke, who fees 
not, that therefore ingood Popi(h reafon, and Pope-holy reli- 
gion;it followeth, that it befeemes ali men to be wary, tender 
and dainty, euen how they make or heare too many Sermons, 
ForiftheScripturebe a dangerous booke, fürely preaching 
cannot bur be a dangerous exercife : in whichregard appeares 
the wifedome of the holy Romifb Church, who hath ordained, 

"there fhall be Sermons daily inthe Éentjin moft great Cities, 

-and fo by making them proper to Lent, (he makesthem feeme 
tobe out of feafon all the yeare befides, and in. mof places 
neuer expe&ted;neuer thought of;till Lent come againe;wher- 
as contrariwife the holy and bleffed-Maffe is alwayes in feafon,- 
and by the ftri& order of. the holy Roman Church, is daily to 
be faid without omiffion tnay, foine dayes two or three , and

(good màn ) when hee trudged vp and downe and preached, 
that his fucceffors could euer haue brought it to fo faire a 
paffe. But fuch was the fimplicity of thofe, and fuch is the 
wifdome of thefe daies , that where Saint Peter did take no- 
thing but foules, now the very name of his Church fhall 
bring in as much gold and filuer as will build good Churches: 
and as Peter at one Sermon tooke three thoufand foules, 
the Pope in holy imitation of him fends out his Legates 
into feuerall nations , whercofonc, in one City, by reading 
and caíting abroad one Bull of Indulgence from his holi- 
neffe fhall catch vp three thoufand , and three thoufand 
Crownes at a clappe, and all for the repayring of Saint 
Peters Church, And what though fome, euen Catholickes 
arco curious asto cauill and fay that not therenth peny 
is beftowed on the Church , nay. what i£ notthe hundreth 
part? muft that offenda good Catholicke ? As though the 
Pope hath not many otheras good occafions as that to 
beítowit vpon : Hath not hee occafion to fend Koyall 
Embaffages , and to reward Ambaffadors that come tohim;

Away therfore to the fire with thefe curfed Heretiques that 
will worfhip no images : More hard hearted are they then 
the Marble Angell which full deuoutly bowed it felfe to the 
Venerable image, Butno maruell though they be worfe then 
marble, when it 1s apparant( as the Iefuites haue ledrnedly 
oflate prooued from France ) that they be worfe then the di- 
uell ? For thcy deny purgatory , but the diuells confeffe it ; 
they fay the Roman Churchis not the true. Church , butthe 
diuells dare fweare it by allthe faith and' truth that is in 
them : Nay they haue renounced God and their part in hea- 
uen,fthe Roman Church beenotthe true Church : Sofarre 
better are they then thefe Heretiques ; And therefore it is 
great maruell that fome nice Catholikes hold that wee may 
not equiuocate with thefe Heretiques , nor delude them, 
nor decciue , nor oppreffe them, but that it muft bee called 
cruelty. For whatcan bee hard or fharpe inough, towards 
fuch beafts as ate worfe then diuells, and. harder hearted 
then marble ftones :or what good Catholickes care what 
they doc to fuch bafe and vile Herediques : who it is cer- 
taineare greater enemies.to the Roman faith and Church, 
that now bec, then the. diucll him .:. Let them :hereforegoe 
as they bee. 

But whereas fome tender hearted Catholikes, doe here 
make a queftion how the marble Image was made ftraighe 
againe , whenithad bowed it felfe, | alaffe thatthey fhould 
bee fo fcrupulous, fer could not the holy Image as eafily 
reare vp it felfc againe as it bowed it felfe downe ?. Yes 
affuredly and I thinke the very Heretique will not deny 
it: Therefore that needes not to mooue you : But the o- 
ther doubt I confeffe is o£ more difficulty,namely that a good« 
ly grauen Image fhouldbow toan Image that was but pain- 
ted, and the Image of an Angell to the Image of. a;wo- 
man,or to any but the Image of G OD. 

This is certainely fome great. myfteric ; I haue asked of 
the holy fathers and priefts that come thither of it, but they 
anfwere!mee diuerfely ,, and no maruell theugh the beft 
wittes differ info darke and difficult 'and deepe a quefítion:
